We find our felves oblig'd 
to acquaint you with the prefent State of Affairs 
in our Dominions, trufting that your Virtue and 
filial Affection for us will incice you to affift us, and 
to bear a part in our Grief for the Neceffity we are 
under to have Recourfe to temporal Means, from 
which we would be very glad we could withhold 
our Hands. known to you, that the Imperial 
Troops in opprefs’d Italy, have frequently {pread 
themlelves over whole Provinces of our Dominions, 
to the almoft inexpreffible Damage of our Subjects. 
Thefe Troops had but lately withdrawn out of our 
Territories, when returning under Colour of paffing 
peaceably through them, they. fiez'’d fome Places of 
oor Durchy of Ferrara, put Garrifons into them, 
and difplay’d the Emperour’s Standard ; thereby too 
clearly manifefting thar they have taken fuch Poi- 
feffion with hoftile Intentions, and have form’d yet 
more violent Enterprizes. We think it {ufficient to 
give you this general Information ; becaufe your 
Zeal for our venerable CaraGter and Dignity, which 
are highly concern’d in this Affair, amd the filial 
Reverence, which following the Steps of your An- 
ceftors, you bear towards the Apoftolical See, can- 
not fail to affect you very fenfibly in our Behalf. 
Atthe fame time being under a Neceffity of apply- 
ing our Thoughts to the Defence of our Dominions, 
and the augmenting our Troops, we have (out of 
an honourable’ “Opinion of the Fidelity; Ex- 
petience, and Bravery of the Men of your Coun- 
try in military Affairs,) given DireGtion for the lift- 
ing into our Service 3000 of your Natives, and for 
their being fent to thefe Parts affoon as is poffible,

you to confenr, ‘and to forward it by your publick 
Recommendation ; as by the venerable Brother 
Vincent, Archbifhop of Laodicea, our Nuncio, you 
wilt be giver to underftand more at large. And we

thofe Pofts, they abandon’d them; otherwife we 
could not bave pals’d without great Difficulty. Soon 
after bis Royal Highnefs came co Balbote, he took 
a View ot all the Pofts3; and jucging chat the Mar- 
quis d’ Andorno, who had wimfelf of the 
Hills of Valewte, was not ttrong enough to. maintain 
them, he very featonably difpaich’d ,rbither 5 Bat- 
tallions more under General Zumjuangen ; for the 15th 
at 2 in the Afternoon the Marthal de Villars appea:’d 
advancing tu attack them; but upon View of fevee 
ral Paiis of thote Bilis, finding it an impracticable 
Attempt, he march’d in fight of our Army to the 
Col de Puis of Pragelas, and thence fent a Detach- 
ment cowards the. Vaiicey of St. Martin, to fee whe- 


ther it were poffible to interrupt the Siege of Fene- 


ftrelles from that Side ; But ’tis:not beliey’d che. 
nemy will fucceed there neither, becaufe of the 
great Care his Royal Highnefs has taken for the fe- 
curity of our Pofts, and for the Subfiftence of our 
Men ; to fuch of whom as are pofted on uninhabi- 
ted Rocks, Wood, Water, Fleth, Wine, and Brandy, 
is daily carried, and diftributed equally zmong them. 
The Befieged#in Feneftrelles fie hard from their 
Cannon, but with litle Execution, and without 
hindring us from clearing the Roads for bringing

tobe come to Peroufe. The Night be:ween the 
17th and 18th we took a Work on the Left of Fe- 
neftrelles, and to Night Men will begin a Mine a- 
gainft a fortified Cafline, which bas 2 Communica- 
tion with the Work we have taken, and of which 
together with fome other Works on this Side of the 
‘River we muft be Mafters, before we can have Paf- 
fage open to hawl up our Artillery to the Batteries 
defign'd. General Medavi, whois with 14 Battal- 
lions in Savoy, appear’d fome Days ago before Suza; 
but finding our Poft of Brunette and others well 
provided for Defence, he atrempted nothing; but 
march’d back over Mount Cenis. The Baron de 
Regal who was left at Exilles with 10 Batrallions, 
to keep Poffeffion of that Place and the adjacent 
‘Hills till the Breach be’ repair'd ; has Order fent 
him from his Royal Highnefs to detach hither 3 
‘Battallions for ftrengthning our Army ; and General 
Roccavione, who commands the Cavalry, has Or- 
der to march forthwith towards Gap and Embrun, 
to make a Diverfion on that Side.
